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Bishop Rowe—A Provincial Asset 


The Province of the Pacific has no more precious human 
asset than the personality and pioneering work of Bishop 
Rowe of Alaska. And no field in the Province can show a 
more truly Apostolic credential for service and sacrifice. 
Indeed, it is doubtful whether any other part of the Province 
is as well known to the Church at large in America and 
abroad as is the Alaska Mission through its Bishop and the 
heroic members of his staff as the late Archdeacon Stuck 
and others whose names are household words. In a sense, 
Bishop Rowe for a quarter of a century has been a true Na- 
tion-Wide Campaigner as a stimulating Missionary Example 
and promoter. And now the timely absorption in the Na- 
tion-Wide Campaign should not be allowed to obscure the 
opportunity to in some measure capitalize the asset we have 
in the proposal to raise $100,000 towards the endowment of 
Bishop Rowe’s work. 


St. Andrew’s Day, November 30, rounds out the twenty- 
five years of Bishop Rowe’s episcopate in Alaska, and that 
event it is hoped to symbolize by the effort to speak some 
token of appreciation in the terms of such a Fund. Promptly 
endorsed at a Committee meeting at the General Conven- 
tion and again at our Provincial Synod, the Bishop of Ore- 
gon as Vice-Chairman of the National Committee and its 
active head, is invoking the interest of the Church and of 
our Province in this expression. Contributions large and 
small should be sent to the Treasurer, Mr. Stephen Baker, 40 
Wall street, New York City. The wide co-operation of indi- 
viduals throughout the Church is hoped for and possibly as 
supplementing, some parishes may afford opportunity for 
still wider participation by appropriating from their Christ- 
mas Offerings to this Fund. 


Conference of the Northern Section of the Province of 
the Pacific 


The Synod of the Province at its recent meeting in Seattle 
created a “President and Council” and this body, for administra- 
tive purposes only, divided the Province into two sections—the 
Southern to comprise the Dioceses and Districts in the States of 
Nevada, California and Arizona, with Honolulu and the Philip- 


pines; and the Northern to comprise the Dioceses and Districts in 
Washington, Oregon, ladho and Utah, with Alaska; Bishop Nichols 
to be Chairman of the Southern Section and Bishop Page of the 
Northern. A Conference of the Northern Section met in Walla 
Walla, Washington, November 9 and 10, at which five of the seven 
Bishops were present and two Dioceses and three Districts. 

The Committee on Organization presented the following plan, 
which was adopted: 

l. Relation of the Council—This Conference recognizes the au- 
thority of the President and Council. 


2. Conference Membership—This shall consist of the Bishops 
whose jurisdiction is within the confines of this Section; the 
members of each Department as hereinafter constituted; the dele- 
gates and alternates elected to the Provincial Synod and not to 
exceed five women from each constituent unit of the Section who 
may be elected or appointed to the sessions of the Conference. 


3. Officers—The Officers of the Northern Section of the Presi- 
dent and Council shall be the Officers of this Conference. 


4. Departments—There shall be created the Departments of Mis- 
sions, Religious Education, Social Service, Religious Vocation and 
Publicity. Other Departments may be created from time to time 
as need arises or the occaison demands. Each Department shall 
consist of a Chairman to be appointed by the President and Coun- 
cil in this Section and the Chairman of each Diocesan Board or 
Department in these respective fields. These Departments may add 
to their membership such persons as they may desire to act in 
an advisory capacity, but without membership in the Conference. 

5. Time and Place of Meetings—The meetings of this Confer- 
ence shall be two each year, one in the spring, the other in the 
fall, the time and place to be left to the President and Council. 

The President and Council elected the following Chairmen: 

Missions—Bishop Touret of Idaho. 

Religious Education—Rey. H. I. Oberholtzer. 

Social Service—Bishop Moulton of Utah. 

Religious Vocation—Bishop Sumner of Oregon. 

Publicity—Rev. Alfred Lockwood, 


Bishop Rowe Anniversary Fund 


A movement which will arouse nation-wide interest as well. as 
in Alaska has been inaugurated to observe on November 30 the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the missionary episcopate of the Rt. 
Rev. P. T. Rowe, D. D., Bishop of Alaska, and as a fitting thanks- 
giving and memorial for his bishopric and a testimonial of the 
admiration and love in which he is held by the rank and file of 
the Church as well as countless friends everywhere, to establish 
“The Bishop Rowe Foundation Fund” of $100,000, the annual in- 
come from which will go to some special object in the missionary 
work in Alaska which the Bishop has established. 


The suggestion has met with enthusiasm and the heartiest re- 
sponse, and will appeai to not only the members of the Church to 
which Bishop Rowe belongs, but to many others in the States 
and in Alaska who know of the Bishop’s part in the development 
of Alaska. 


Sketch of Bishop Rowe ; 


Peter Trimble Rowe was born in Meadowvale, Ontario, Canada, 
and is a graduate of the University of Toronto. From 1878 to 1892 
he had charge of the missionary work among the Indians and 
white people along the shore of Lake Huron, centering at Garden 
River ,and from 1892 to 1895 in the Soo country, Northern Michi- 
gan. Few men had training in their earlier ministry which so 
thoroughly fitted them for their life-work. In 1895, when the 
Church determined to send a bishop to Alaska, he was called to be 
the first bishop to that great country. 


The Bishop’s consecrators, on St. Andrew’s Day, 1895, were the 
following: -Bishops Doane, Albany; Whitaker, Nevada, and later 
of Pennsylvania; Starkey, Northern New Jersey (now Newark); 
Potter, New York; Talbot, Wyoming and Idaho, now of Bethle- 
hem, Pa.; Leonard, Salt Lake; Davies, Michigan; Brooke, Oklahoma. 
Of these, the only one now living is Bishop Talbot of Bethlehem. 


Bishop Rowe began his work in Alaska with the same practical 
devotion that had marked all his former ministry—a continuous 
ministry now of twenty-five years in Alaska, of the most strenuous 
devotion which has made him known as the friend of every man— 
white, Indian or Eskimo—and the best known and best loved 
citizen of Alaska. 


In the dangers of the Arctic winter he has regularly gone on 
marches of 1000 or even 2000 miles—before there were any steam- 
boat lines or railroads or many trails—journeys involving snow- 
shoe trips which experienced men had thought impossible, building 
his own boat and shooting the rapids; and, as the strikes of gold 
caused a rush of white miners here and there—at Fairbanks, Nome, 
Cordova, or elsewhere—he has not delayed. The Church has been 
there as soon as the saloon—sometimes getting there first—erect- 
ing hospitals, schools, club rooms And churches; placing nurses, 
teachers and missionaries in charge; himself an expert with ham- 
mer and saw, or seeking out the lonely prospector, the sick and 
distressed, or following up the Church’s children who have emi- 
grated from every State in the Union and from many parts of the 
world. 


Among Indian and Eskimo, also, the Bishop’s name is a house- 
hold word; and they rejoice at the news passed along that he is 
on his way for a visit with them—their friend and Father-in-God. 


One touching letter comes from an isolated point in the interior: 


“When you come to , please you make big church and help 
all people get straight in God way. I wait here for you all 
summer. 


“You come here then all this country you make light, and then 
I be glad. All children and everyone want to see you. 


“Sure you make this country light if you come, and if you no 
come everyone be too much sorry. 


“You help me. Your friend, tas

the case of Bishop Rowe, that some adequate commemoration of 
this anniversary take place while he is here and able to enjoy the 
knowledge that his efforts have been appreciated.”

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The Advent Call 


New and thrilling tones are sounding in this year’s Advent 
Call. The world needs God as never before in our time. 
Problems of titanic size challenge our best efforts. Shall 
starving millions of children and women be fed? Shall 
peace be made secure? Are industrial problems to be set- 
tled on the basis of justice and Christian fellowship, or is 


the red flag to fly over a world already sick with hate and 
strife? 


The United States has swept out one political party and 


‘put in another. The change means nothing in itself. The 


real question is, shall the Spirit of Christ inspire the Amert- 
can people and find expression in its national policies? 

The writer of this saw the devastation of the battle-front 
in France, looked upon the terrible theatre of war where 
8,000,000 men perished, vizualized 20,000,000 more who died 
of disease, famine and wounds, stood in the cemeteries 
Where 81,000 American boys are sleeping, reflected upon 
the waste of $200,000,000,000 of economic power—all sacri- 
ficed to Mammon, a forced tribute to the god of Materialism 
and Military Power. 

Is the ruin of this hideous monster never to be broken? 
It can only be done by the Spirit of Jesus Christ, and this 
must be expressed in the spiritual power of Christ’s dis- 
ciples. “Knowing the time, that now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep.” 


Advent this year will show up every son and daughter of 
Christ in their true colors, as the great war did—100 per 
cent Christian or religious slackers. The Church is here to 
bring the life of God to the world. Advent is the thrilling 
cry that God is in the world in Christ, that He is not mil- 
lions of miles away in an astronomical heaven but pene- 
trating every heart that will receive Him, as the salt of the 
sea penetrates every drop of water. California and the 
West abound in life of certain types. We have live Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Rotary Clubs, banks, musical societies, 
women’s clubs. They fulfil their purpose admirably. But 
the life of God, flowing from above, which spiritualizes and 
refines, which creates the character of a people—this the 
Church exists to impart. How can we give that life to 
others unless it flows in ourselves? Therefore, the search- 
ing question goes to the depth of every heart, Am I a real 
Christian? Is my religion powerful enough to influence 
others, through my own capacity for service and sacrifice 
in the name of Christ? 


What a condition to confront! A new world to Christian- 
ize, great problems to solve, and a large part of Christ’s 
army invalids. What makes them feeble? Neglect of the 
life of God, the laws of spiritual health; neglect of prayer, 
sacrament, active work for Christ, neglect of the self-deny- 
ing cross of Christ. “Repent,” sounds the clarion of Advent, 
“for the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand.” God is here to 
test, sift and prove you before He calls you individually to 
judgment. 

The only reason why the world is not yet saved is because 
there is not enough Christianity in the Church. Why didn’t 
the Church stop the cruel games in the days of Nero? She 
wasn’t strong enough. Why did it take so many generations 
to abolish slavery? The Church wasn’t strong enough. Why 
are voices still heard in defense of the Drink curse, licensed 
Vice and quick Divorce? Because there is not enough Chris- 
tianity in the Church to banish wholly these evils. We are 
not strong enough because we do not go to the one Source 
of strength. 

“All power is given unto Me in heaven and in earth, 
therefore go ye.” This is not sentiment but-the cold record 
of history. All evils that torment humanity have given way 
before the resolute advance of Christian conscience. The 
world advances in civilization and happiness just so fast 
as we are willing to go forward in the power and spirit of 
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_ Christ. “This is the victory that overcometh the world, 


even our faith.” 


Let us take our religion seriously, face our national needs 
courageously, our world duties unselfishly. Let us go for- 
ward with the power of Christ’s own prseence, arousing our 
own membership in the Nation-Wide Campaign, deepening 
our faith, kindling our hope, expanding our love. The Lam- 
beth Conference set a high standard. Confessing its own 
faults, it turned sympathetically to Christian people of every 
name, seeking with a humility never before attained by any 
ecclesiastics to bind up the wounds in the Body of Christ. 
God’s light is shining on our path. Christ is leading. Let 


Advent give to every Diocese, parish and Church organiza-, 


tion a new horizon of hope and opportunity. Let us attack 
our problems with new courage. “I can do all things through 
Christ, who strengtheneth me.” —William H. Moreland. 


Spectacles on the Church Forehead 


The Church is looking in many directions for both causes 
and cure of the lack of a sense of Vocation. The dearth of 
Candidates for the Priesthood, not to say of noble young 
womanhood desirous of becoming Deaconesses or Sisters 1s 
causing no little concern to those who study the facts. A 
good many causes are assigned, some of them imaginary, 
some of them entirely secondary, in the light of what a 
“grand passion” of youth for service can do, if as in the 
war mobilization, it is really stirred. And so a variety of 
cures is suggested, many of them superficial and _ short- 
sighted. It would seem to reveal almost a fatuity of absent- 
mindedness in trying to look into both causes and cures, to 
note the obvious failure to use the lenses of the four Ember 
Seasons of the Church to help real insight into the prob- 
lem. Can all of our clergy even tell off-hand when they 
come? What would be the showing of hands if any average 
congregation were called upon to declare their knowledge 
as to what the Ember Seasons are all about? “The spec- 
tacles are o nthe forehead,” so to speak. The agency is 
plainly prescribed in the Prayer Book, (pages xxiv and 40, 
41). And yet we grope as if we had no such aid to our 


eyes. For years the respective Associations of Graduates of 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific and of the Dea- 
conesses Training School of the Pacific have sent out ap- 
peals for the observance of the Ember Seasons and especially 
of the Third Sunday in Advent in the Ember Week. And 
the recent meeting of the House of Bishops in St. Louis ap- 
peals to the Church to emphasize the sense of Vocation on 
the Third Sunday in Advent. But even in that any mention 
of the Ember seasons is conspicuous by its absence so far 
as print of the resolutions has come under our eye. Own 
up and tell your experience, brothers, Clergy, Congregations, 
Conventions, Resolution framers, Clerical clubs and all the 
rest. In looking into causes and cures of the matter of 
ministerial supply have you given half a chance for the 
old propaganda of the Church, timed for the Ember Sea- 
sons? Have you “led in prayer,” in preaching, in coach- 
ing the young of the parish in parish and home? Have 
you really “caught on” to the Master’s primary specific for 
the fewness of laborers? “Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the 
harvest that He. will send forth laborers into the harvest.” 


The next Ember Week, as you know, comes December 
12-18, including the Third Sunday in Advent. Pull the 
Ember Spectacles down over your eyes and you will clearly 
see the real opportunity—the real first-hand specific. It 
was said by some one after the introduction into the Litany, 
in the Revision of the Prayer Book completed in 1892, of 


the petition for more laborers a noteworthy increase of 


candidates was shown by the statistics. 


Canon Proposed By Executive Council 


On the Bishop and Executive Council 


SECTION 39I-a. The Bishop and Executive Council 
of the Diocese as hereinafter constituted and to be 
known as “The Council” shall administer and carry on 
the Missionary, Educational and Social Service Work 
of the Church in the Diocese and of which the Ordinary 
shall be the Executive Head. 

SECTION 391-b. The Council shall exercise all the 
powers of the Diocesan Convention, between the meet- 
ings thereof, in regard to the unification, development 
and prosecution of the work of Missions, Religious 
Education, Christian Social Service, Service and Stew- 
ardship, and of such other work as may be committed to 
it by the Convention and also the initiation and develop- 
ment of new work between the sessions of the Conven- 
tion. 

SECTION 391-c. The Council shall consist of the Bis- 
hop, Bishop Coadjutor and Bishop Suffragan, if there be 
one, the Treasurer of the Diocese who shall be Treas- 
urer of the Council, and the Archdeacon, if there be one, 
all ex-officio, together with 13 Elective members, to be 
elected by the Annual Convention, 5 Clergymen, qualified 
members of Convention, as provided in Section 24 of 
Constitution, and 8 laymen; 4 men and 4 women; the 
said Elective members, the clerical to be qualified mem- 
bers of Convention and the lay members qualified voters 
in their respective parishes. 3 

SECTION 391-d. One of the Clergymen and 2 of the 
laymen, one man and one woman, so elected shall not be 
eligible at the Annual Convention next succeeding and 
shall remain ineligible for services as a member of the 
Council during the succeeding Convention year. The 
Council at its regular meeting prior to the Annual Con- 
vention shall by lot, or such other method as it may pro- 
vide, determine which of its elective members shall be 
ineligible for service as a member of the Council during 
the ensuing year. 

(Section 392-a, b, ¢, d deal with by-laws, meetings and other routine matters, ) 


SECTION 39I1-e. The Ordinary shall be the President 
of the Council. Vacancies which may occur in the 
Council when the Convention is not in session, by reason 
of death, resignation or removal from the Diocese of any 
of its members, may be filled by the Council. 

SECTION 393-a. The several departments shall be

recently met a tragic death in a railroad accident in the South- 
west, on the Salt Lake Railroad, 


The Passing of Mrs. Robert Chester Foute 


St. Luke’s Church, San Francisco, and indeed the whole church 
of San Francisco, suffered a severe loss in the passing into life 
eternal of Mary de Kantzow Foute, wife o fthe late Rev. Robert 
Chester Foute, formerly rector of Grace Church, at California and 
Stockton streets. The summons was sudden, Mrs, Foute entering 
into rest on Sunday, November 14, at her apartments at the Fair- 
mont hotel, after an illness of only a few days 

Mrs. Foute’s life was an eventful one, Born in far-away Stock- 
holm, Sweden, her father being Baron de Kantzow, and her mother 
a Kentuckian, Mrs. Foute became the ward of her aunt, Mrs. Philip 
Kearney, wife of General Philip Kearney, who distinguished him- 
self in the Mexican War. Mrs. Foute was educated for the most 
part in the Sacred Heart Convent in Orleans, France. The Rev. 
Robert Chester Foute was a midshipman in the navy when the 
Civil War broke out. His sympathy being centered in the South, 
he entered the Confederate Navy, and was an officer on the “Merri- 
mae” in its historic encounter with the “Monitor.” He was sent 
with other Confederate naval officers to France on a secret mis- 
sion to secure a number of ships that were of great necessity to 
the Confederate cause. In an endeavor to keep the enterprise secret 
the naval officers went to Orleans rather than to Paris. 

During his sojourn in Orleans he met the brilliant girl who was 
being educated there, Mary de Kantzow. Their acquaintance 
ripened into love, and before he left for the United States they had 
formally plghted their troth, but the marriage did not take place 
until after the war, in 1866. It was solemnized at Narraganset 
Pier, Rhode Island. 

The young couple went to Georgia to live, and deciding to leave 
the navy, he studied for Holy Orders and was duly ordained ana 
became rector of the leading church in Atlanta. In 1884 he was 
called to Grace Church in this city, where he remained as rector 
until his death, July 23, 1903. 

Mrs. Foute was a woman of great personal charm, witty and in- 
tellectual, and was a devoted and faithful communicant of Saint 
Luke’s Church, the rector of which, the Rev. Edward Morgan, was a 
friend of many years’ standing, both of Mrs. Foute and her hus- 
band. The funeral services were held at Saint Luke’s Church. 
Bishop Nichols, assisted by the rector, officiated at the simple bur 
beautiful ritual. The profusion of lovely autumn flowers, rich in 
coloring, were the eloquent, though silent, tribute of the hosts of 
friends of Mrs. Foute. One beautiful emblem, a cross of white 
chrysanthemums, white roses and gardenias, stood at the head

Ivy-clad and embowered in a wealth of flowers, the beautiful 
chapel at Cypress Lawn Cemetery formed an appropriate setting

For this solmen service every preparation had been made by 
the superintendent. Covered with a fine linen cloth and sur- 
mounted by a large floral cross, a table, properly placed, served 
as an Altar. 

The musical portions were in charge of Mrs. Stewart, at the 
organ, accompanied by Mrs. Chinn, as violinist. A goodly company 
of singers from the different city congregations contributed much 
to the dignified rendering of the service. 

Bishop Nichols was assisted by the Rev. Robt. L. Macfarlane as 
celebrant and the Rev. F. W. Moore as deacon. 

The Chapel was filled with a company of worshippers, all bear- 
ing their burdens of sorrow. 

The Bishop’s address, founded on the beatitude: “Blessed are 
they that mourn, for they shall be comforted,” was couched in 
terms of consolation tender and uplifting. He spoke of prayer ana 
faith and hope and of the Communion of the Saints. It was a 
gracious utterance expressive of the deepest solicitude for all who 
have trodden the heavy way of affliction and grief; it formed a 
fitting prelude to that quiet moment when, in the Divine Liturgy, 
so many knelt to receive the Communion of Christ’s Body and 
Blood. 

Then were the Bishop’s hands raised in conferring his benedic- 
tion, “The peace of God which passeth all understanding—” and 
then the recessional, the noble hymn of the Saints, with its in- 
spiring tone of reassurance: 


O blest communion, fellowship divine! 

We feebly struggle, they in glory shine, 

Yet all are one in Thee, for all are Thine. 
Alleluia. 


And passed quietly out each worshipper, bearing a tribute of 
flowers, to lay them as a memorial offering on the resting place 
of the holy dead—for this, too, is our churhcpeople’s Decoration 
Day! 


Tribute Paid Edith Cavell 


In Grace Cathedral, Sunday morning, November 14, American 
and allied reverence for the memory of martyred Edith Cavell and 
those courageous members of the American Ambulance Corps who 
made the supreme sacrifice in the war found expression in an in- 


_ spiring memorial service, jointly arranged by the Guild of St. 


Barnabas for Nurses and the American Ambulance Service and 
conducted by Dean J. Wilmer Gresham. The cathedral was 
crowded. 

Headed by the Cross and the Stars and Stripes, a procession of 
the choir, the Guild of St. Barnabas for Nurses, the American over- 
seas nurses, various British nurses, the American Ambulance Corps 
and representatives of American, British, Canadian and Anzac regi- 
ments marched up the central aisle to the choir, where seats were 
provided for them. 

Seated in the nave there were also representatives of the French, 
Belgian, Italian, Serbian and other Continental armies, many of 
them in uniform, The large congregation of 1200 people was effi- 
ciently marshalled by Mr. William Radford, with the assistance of 
officers from the Presidio. The choir, under the direction of 
Miss Caroline Little, rendered several familiar hymns, including 
“The Supreme Sacrifice” and Kipling’s “Recessional.” Miss Lillian 
Featherston, the organist of the cathedral, played Gounod’s funeral 
march during the service, and Mrs, L. D. Karelle rendered a violin 
solo. 

Addresses were given by Bishop William F. Nichols, Miss Eliza- 
beth Ashe of the Belgian Relief and Dr. Charles Mills Gayley of the 
University of California. 

The Bishop urged remembrance of the last words of Nurse 
Cavell, spoken to her chaplain on the night preceding her execu- 
tion by the Germans: “I have nothing to complain of in the way 
they have treated me; I am glad to die for my country. In the 
light of Eternity, I know now that it is not enough to love your 
own only—you must love all, you must hate none.”

A breezy editorial claimed that in speaking of the Chinese ques- 


tion “The Spirit of Missions puts its foot into it worse than a 
centipede.” 


Another editorial comment was upon the then recent decision 
in the case of Bishop King of Lincoln. The court had found as 
permissible the use of two lighted candles on the altar during the 
Celebration of the Holy Communion, the Eastward position, the 
cleansing of the Eucharistic vessels by the priest and the singing 
of the Agnus Dei) the manual acts in the Consecration must be 
performed so as to be visible 0 the congregation; the mixed Chalice 
of wine and water is allowable provided the admixture is not made 
in the Chancel. The only point ruled upon as not permissible is 
the sign of the cross by the priest in absolution and benediction. 
The editorial opined that “Dr. Brooks of Boston will not put 
candles on his altar-table nor will Father Ritchie of New York 
cease mixing the Chalice in the chancel.” 


The Fresno “Republican” is quoted as saying: “The objection a 
good many people have to Christ is that they did not have a hand 
in preparing His Doctrine.” 


There was a scholarly and discriminating article on “H. G. Ward 
and the Oxford Movement,” written by the Rev. Henry Howitt, 
he present able Book Reviewer of the Pacific Churchman. 


A series of Missionary meetings and Conferences had been held 
under the auspices of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese, with

The Rev. Herbert Henry Heywood Fox was consecrated Bishop 
Suffragan of Montana, in St. John’s Church, Detroit, November 10, 
Bishop Tuttle, the Presiding Bishop, and the Bishops of Ohio and 
Indianapolis being the Consecrators, the Bishop of Montana, 
Preacher and the Bishops of Kentucky and. Michigan the Pre- 
senters. 


The Rev. Granville Gaylord Bennett was consecrated Bishop 
Coadjutor of Duluth, November 17, by the Presiding Bishop and 
the Bishops of Duluth and North Dakota, The Bishop Coadjutor 
of Southern Ohio was the Preacher and the Bishop of Minnesota 
and Suffragan Bishop of South Dakota, Presenters. 


At the meeting of the House of Bishops in St. Louis the resigna- 
tion of the Bishop of Honolulu was accepted and the Rev. John 
Dominique LaMothe of Maryland was elected to that See. Pend- 
ing his consecration the Presiding Bishop has appointed the Bishop 
of California to take charge as his substitute, (this for the second 
time, as he took charge before the consecration of Bishop Re- 
starick.) 

Other elections at this time were the Rev. Theophilus Momolu 
Gardiner of Liberia to be Bishop Suffragan of Liberia and the 
Rev. Robert H. Mize of Kansas to be Bishop of Salina. 
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The Nation-Wide Campaign Diocesan Dinner 


Five hundred churchmen and churchwomen gathered at the 
Fairmont Hotel on November 18 for dinner, representing the par- 
ishes and missions of the bay cities. After coffee, Mr. W. H. 
Crocker of the Finance Committee, under whose auspices the din- 
ner was given, welcomed those present and introduced Colonel 
Greene as the chairman of the after meeting. Four short ad- 
dresses were made touching the Nation-Wide Campaign. Mr. F. 
M. Lee, Treasurer of the Diocese, spoke of the objective of the 
Campaign in the Nation and in the Diocese, showing that though 
the Diocese had not reached its quota, as probably no Diocese had 
as yet, there was no reason to pronounce the Campaign a failure. 
That the Diocese had attained the same ratio as the Church at 
large in pledging approximately one-third of the objective, or 
58,000; $31,000 for the General Work of the Church, and %27,000 
for Diocesan purposes. Comparing these figures with previous 
records he showed that whereas in 1919 the Diocese sent $9,174 
to New York and spent in the Diocese $13,178, $22,361 in all, the 
$31,000 pledged to the present time is 238 per cent increase over 
1919 and in local affairs the $27,000 is 104 per cent greater than 
1919. 


Bishop Parsons followed, speaking of the forward outlook, and 
showing what the increase of funds placed thus far in the hands 
of the Board of Church Extension had enabled it to do in the way 
of bringing the salaries of missionaries up to the minimum 
and to provide for new work without being deterred by lack of 
funds, though there is much which could be accomplished if we 
rise to the full amount of Nation-Wide Campaign objective. 


The Rev. C. P. Deems spoke tellingly of the spiritual aspect of 
the Campaign, and Dr. Patton, the Field Secretary of the Presid- 
ing Bishop and Council for the Campaign, gave an illuminating 
picture of the Army of the Church mobilizing and moving on to a 
victorious accomplishment of the objective of the Campaign. 

Bishop Nichols closed in his usual felicitous manner. 


St. Luke’s Hospital 


(By Rev. J. H. Oehthoff, Chaplain) 


It might be of interest to the Clergy to know that the Chaplain 
will administer Holy Communion to any communicants wishing to 
receive. A note left in the office will be sufficient. 


If the clergy wish to administer any of the Sacraments they will 
find Baptismal fount, Chalice and Paten, Oil of Unction (together 
with all necessary linen) in the Sacristy. The key to the Sacristy 
is in the Training School Office. 

The clergy and laity ought to hold in mind Saint Luke’s Hospital 
when recommending a hospital to any of their parishioners. The 
service at Saint Luke’s is equal to any hospital in San Francisco. 
The charges are not excessive. It is a Church Hospital and the 
general tone of the staff—medical, nursing, office—reflects this 
Church tone and atmosphere. 


Should any parishioner or friend contemplate taking up a course 
of training for the profession of Nurse it would be well to recom- 
mend the Training School connected with Saint Luke’s Hospital. 
Miss Grace Kennedy, Superintendent of Nurses, and Miss Amy 
Pope, Instructor of Nurses, two gentlewomen of culture and refine- 
ment, have the direct oversight and training of the tiurses. The 
equipment of the class room as well as the lectures make for the 
best training. The accommodations of the Nurses Home make the 
building a real home for the nurses. If you know of any young 
woman who wishes to enter a training school for nurses, recom- 
mend Saint Luke’s.

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Fall Meeting of Convocation of San Jose 


The fall meeting of the Convocation of San Jose, held at Pacific 
Grove, November 9 and 10, Dean William A. Brewer presiding, 
established something like a record, even for a Convocation that 
has never known a dul session. 

The first afternoon period was absorbed almust wholly by very 
detailed reports of the missionaries, presenting in the aggregate 
one of the most complete and vidid pictures of the actual work- 
ing conditions in our diocesan mission fields ever brought to the 
attention of a like body. So interesting was this section that to 
avoid curtailing it, the Coadjutor Bishop enthusiastically waived 
his place on the program; and after a concise and practical ac- 
count of the Young People’s Fellowship movement by Mr. E. 3. 
Freeman, the meeting adjourned directly to the Convocation 
Supper. 

At supper, the Bishop aid Bishop Coadjutor, Dr. Heathcote, the 
visiting Archdeacon of Vancouver; Rev. Dr. Porter of San Jose, 
Mrs. Lydia P. Monteagle and Mr. H. C. Wyckoff of Watsonville 
and member of the Presiding Bishop’s Council, spoke in the hap- 
piest vein. 

The evening mass meeting in the exquisite Gothic church of St. 
Mary’s-by-the-Sea was a service of cathedral dignity and beauty. 
It is seldom that a parish church attains a service of such artistic 
and devotional perfection. At this meeting, Mr. Wyckoff tersely 
and lucidly sketched the working of the general administration of 
the Church under the Presiding Bishop’s Council; Bishop Parsons 
outlined the plans for the uew executive organization of the Dio- 
cese, in which practicality and dynamic inspiration co-operate for 
our great forward movement in the Nation-Wide Campaign; and 
Dr. Robert W. Patton painted in pictures of fire the work which 
the Church is seeking to accomplish through the campaign, ex- 
ceeding anything that anyone present had ever heard, either from 
him or from anyone else, on this great subject. 

After the mass meeting, the Rev. C. P. Deems held a conference 
with the clergy; and it was at this little meeting, held in a back 
room at 11:00 o’clock at night, that, under the burning words of 
the speaker, the devotional enthusiasm of this unusual Convoca- 
tion reached its high tide. 

The Rector of St. Mary’s celebrated the early Eucharist Wednes- 
day, and Bishop Nichols delivered a profound address on sacri- 
ficial devotion from within, expressing itself through the conse- 
cration of stewardship, rather than the call of money needs from 
without, determining the spiritual motive and power of the great 
campaign. 

After breakfast, Mrs. Monteagle, President of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary in the Eighth Province, addressed the women present in 
the approaching Golden Jubilee of the Auxiliary. 

At the morning session, the Rev. H. E. Montgomery gave a 
unique account of the conservation of morals and the forming of 
sound taste through the use of moving pictures in the parish house 
of Trinity Church, Menlo Park; and the Rev. Bayard H. Jones of 
Watsonville presented a thorough and lucid analysis of the present 
position of the Church on the problems of Reunion, in the light 
of the pronouncements of the recent Lambeth Conference. 

Convocation took formal action on the question of re-division 
of its territory, referred to its consideration by the last diocesan 
Convention; rejecting the suggestion of that body as to the advts- 
ability of ceding any of its territory on the peninsula to the Con- 
vocation of San Francisco. The Convocation also nominated to the 
next Convention the Rev. H. E. Montgomery and Mr. E. D. Bey- 
lard as its representatives on the Board of Church Extension. Mr. 
W. M. Ford of Paso Robles was elected Secretary of Convocation. 

Too much praise can not be given to the admirable management 
of the Rector, the Rev. W. H. G. Battershill, the efficiency and 
sufficiency of the entertainment provided by the Ladies’ Guild, 
and the hospitality of the parishioners of St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea 
for the part they played in making this the most successful ses- 
sion the Convocation of San Jose has ever enjoyed. 


Fall Meeting of Convocation of Oakland 


The fall meeting of the Convocation of Oakland wsa held No- 
vember 10 at St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley. The usual order of 
service was carried out. 

The morning session was occupied with the written and verbal 
reports of the Rev. C. T. Leachman, St. James Mission, Centerville; 
Rev. H. B. Hadlow, for Trinity Mission, Point Richmond; Rev. E. 
G. Davies, for Grace Mission, Martinez, and Rev. Harry Perks, for 
Trinity Mission, Hayward and All Saints Mission, Elmhrust. Con- 
vocation expressed its regret for the enforced absence of the Rev. 
Harry Perks and authorized the secretary to extend the sympathy 
of the members present and their united prayers for his recovery. 

Dean Gee read his report, which was a general survey of the 
missionary work and charges in this jurisdiction. 

The Rev. H. B. Hadlow preached a most excellent and practical 
sermon, which was much appreciated for its directness and fresh- 
ness of thought of the true nature of the Christian religion with 
the Cross as the motif and background. | 

Recess was then taken at noon for luncheon. 


At 1:45 Convocation reassembled for business with a joint ses- 
sion with the Convocational Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
This was the first meeting of Convocation at which the Woman’s 
Auxiliary met in separate session. 

Verbal and written reports were made by Rev. D. G. Ng, True 
Sunshine Mission, and Rev. D. Wallace, for St. Augustine Mission. 

Miss Ruth Knudsen and Mr. Elmer Freeman presented the aims 
and purposes of the Young People’s Fellowship and Miss Maddox 
that of the Church Center for Service. 

Deaconess Saunders read her report as Social Service Director 
since June 1, 1920, and the financial statement of Miss M. Waldron, 
acting treasurer. This whole matter, after some debate, was re- 
ferred back to the Executive Committee for further action. 

The Rev. J. H. Ohlhoff and Rey. D. B. Weigle, as executive secre- 
taries, spoke for the Social Service Commission and the Nation- 
Wide Campaign in this Diocese. 

The Rev. Dr. Patton held his audience spellbound for the hour 
allowed him in presenting the Nation-Wide Campaign. 

A vote of thanks was moved to the Rector, Vestry and the ladies 
of St. Mark’s parish. 

Convocation then adjourned. 

At 8:00 p. m. a mass meeting was held with massed choirs, the 
chief speaker being Dr. Patton.

Fall Meeting of the Convocation of San Francisco 


The fall meeting of the Convocation of San Francisco, November 
20, opened with Holy Communion in Grace Cathedral at 10:00 a. m. 
by Dean J. Wilmer Gresham of the Cathedral, assisted by Canon 
W. E. Hayes. The body then relinquished the Cathedral to the 
Woman’s Auxiliary and organized for business in Grace chapel 
with Bishop Coadjutor E. L. Parsons in the chair. Prayer was 
offered for consecration to the service of the Church. 

Reports on the state of the Convocation and projects under way 
occupied the morning session. Dr. H. H. Powell presented the 
plan of the Provisional Council of the Diocese for the Preaching 
Mission of the Nation-Wide Campaign. Few parishes had yet re- 
ported the desire to take part in the movement, but discussion 
showed a wide interest in it and appreciation both of the need 
for spiritual appeal and confidence in the power of such missions 
to successfully give it. He also presented the report of the Board 
of Religious Education, particularly showing the progress in spread- 
ing the use of the Christian Nurture Series. Five Church Schools 
use it entirely; others use it in one or more departments, and 
others have plans for adopting it. The monthly teacher training 
class has failed to draw teachers from all the city on account of 
the great distances, so is given up for classes in districts which 
request them. 

The Rev. H. St. G. Buttrum, D. D., reported five chaptres of the 
Young People’s Fellowship as active; and appreciation of the plan 
of the organization as coming not only from this but from other 
dioceses. The diocesan and convocational organizations are being 
strengthened. A rally is planned for the time of the diocesan 
convention. He was asked to write an article for the New York 
“Churchman” about the society. . 

The Rev. J. H. Oehloff reported, for the Social Service Commis- 
sion, the establishment of the reference library on social service 
and of the assistance to parisn study groups, such as that at St. 
Stephen’s Church, San Francisco. 

The afternoon session opened at 2:00 p. m. The plan for con- 
tinuous prayer in the churches on Friday, November 19, the Day 
of Intercession of the Nation-Wide Campaign, was presented by 
Miss M. P. Coppee for the committee preparing the prayer outline 
for that day. 

Bishop Parsons filled the place usually taken by the Dean’s ad- 
dress with a clear summary of the situation and the outlook. He 
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outlined the reorganization of the Provisional Council of the Dio- 
cese in accordance with the system of the Presiding 
Bishop and Council and the Nation-Wide Campaign plan, 
and reported the preparation of canons to make the reorganization 
permanent. Extension work is under way in the Westwood Park 
district of San Francisco, at present without any Protestant church. 
It is proposed to form in Marin County an organization auxiliary 
to the convocational body, which can efficiently carry out exten- 
sion work there. 
Reports on individual missions were given by those in charge. 
Mr. F. T. Foster, Lay Reader, reported that St. Barnabas Mission 
(which had already in the day shown up favorably in relation to 
Church School and other work) now has entered into definite Com- 
munity Center activity. Canvas of the neighborhood has brought 
pledges of $1700 toward a new building for the church services in 
order to release the present structure for social service uses. It is 
hoped by the aid of the Diocese and a mortgage to gain $12,000. A 
widow with five children has pledged $100; a street sweeper $60. 


The Rev. F. W. Moore reported a growing Church School and 
confirmation class of six of Transfiguration mission. The Rey. 
D. G. C. Ng reported for True Sunshine Mission. The day school 
has sixty children learning Chinese; the night school thirty young 
men learning English. Great assistance has been given during the 
past year by volunteer teachers and, financially, by the Children’s 
Aid Committee of the House of Churchwomen, in improvements 
on the building and grounds. The Rev. J. H. Oehloff reported a 
successful year at Canon Kip Memorial Mission, with 5000 treat- 
ments in the clinic, boys’ and girls’ societies, sewing and cooking 
schools active. More workers are greatly needed. 


The election of officers was then held. The Rev. R. L. Masfar- 
lane, rector of the Church of the Holy Innocents, was elected Dean; 
the Rev. Schuyler Pratt of All Saints’, Secretary; Mr. F. T. Foster, 
Treasurer (re-elected); Dr. H. St. G. Buttrum was re-elected to the 
Board of Church Extension, Mr. Edward Holmes being elected the 
lay member. 

A motion of appreciation and thanks for the work of the Rev. 
C. L. Thackeray, as dean, was passed with a rising vote. His late 
colleagues extend their well-wishes for his labors in his new 
field at King City. 

Additional reports were made by Mr. E. S. Osborn on the Young 
People’s Fellowship; by Mrs. C. H. Osborn on the San Francisco 
Church School Association, and by the Rev. F. H. Church on a new 
Catechism, amplifying and interpreting the Church Catechism to 
the mind of the child, illustrated with pictures. 


Dr. Robert Patton, Field Secretary of the Nation-Wide Campaign 
for the Pacific Coast, closed the meeting with a stimulating ad- 
dress and conference on the methods of the campaign. To know 
the facts about the spread of the Kingdom and to make the people 
know them, through study classes, is the fundamental and suc- 
cessful method. 


Prayer Book Cross Service 


This most interesting service was held on Sunday afternoon, 
October 31. A large number of city choirs, with cross-bearers and 
banner-bearers grouped together in a dignified procession, marched, 
to the singing of “The Church’s One Foundation,” along the gravel 
walks of Golden Gate Park, up the slope to the majestic Cross, 
the clergy and the revered Bishop of the Diocese bringing up the 
rear. 

It proved to be one of San Francisco’s loveliest autumn days, and 
in the glow of the genial sun, in the presence of a large concourse 
of reverent worshippers, with the music rendered by organ, string 
instruments and wind instruments, the good old familiar hymns 
joined in by choirs and people and the reverent voices of the 
clergy in the various parts of the appointed service leading in the 
great sacrifice of prayer and praise, this annual commemoration 
was observed once again with all the decorum and quiet splendor 
of a glorious Anglican rite. 

The address of Bishop Nichols was in every respect worthy of 
the occasion. As if inspired from on high, with a force and elo- 
quence peculiarly his own, in characteristic terminology, he re- 
viewed the history of the first Anglican service held in this 
country and emphasized the conscientious faithfulness of Francis 
Fletcher in the performance of his duty as a priest of the Church 
of God. The days of Drake were the days of hardy men, the age 
of rovers of the seas on conquest bent, who in their lives did not 
wear their religion on their sleeves, but at heart were fair samples 
of the world’s best manhood. As time’s distance grows away apace 
from those heroes and their deeds, men come to see them through 
a mellower light and to account them for their true worth and not 
for what, at times, they seemed to be. It was a great utterance— 
one that held his hearers in rapt attention. 

Then the great recessional, with choirs lifting their voices in 
our beloved country’s National Anthem, and on the way, as they 
passed along, frequenters of this lovely park bared their heads 
in reverent acknowledgment of the loyalty of choristers and 
leader, as well as of respect for the religious ceremony now 
brought to a fitting climax. 
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Advent Corporate Communion 


For a number of years the Brotherhood of St. Andrew has en- 
deavored with growing success to inspire its members to join in a 
general Corporate Communion on the morning of the First Sunday 
in Advent; and it has, through its literature, expressed the hope 
that the confirmed men and boys of the Church generally would 
follow the suggestion and join with the Brotherhood in each parish 
in this great service. This has been done to a considerable extent, 
and the practice is growing in the Church. 

The indications are that the Advent Corporate Communion this 
year will be more largely attended in hundreds of parishes than 
ever before. This is especially gratifying because such an ob- 
servance of the day is in consonance with the general plans of the 
Department of the Nation-Wide Campaign, the First Sunday m 
Advent being the opening day of the preaching mission of the 
Campaign. 

The leaders of the Brotherhood desire to have it known that 
rectors of parishes, directors of chapters, and leaders of other 
parish organizations may secure at the Brotherhood office printed 
forms with spaces left blank for the hour of service and for the 
signature of the rector. These are available for use in almost any 
parish or mission. They can be secured at the price of %1 per 
hundred by writing to Mr. Franklin H. Spencer, Executive Secretary 
of the Brotherhood, at the Church House in Philadelphia. 

The suggestion of the purchase of the cards is made with the 
hope that not only the Brotherhood men and boys, but those of 
the Church generally, will feel inspired and be helped to enter 
into this plan as a part of the Nation-Wide Campaign development 
this year. 


Trinity Church, Menlo Park 


Menlo Park is still going forward, with many new people being 
added to the congregation. As a result of the growing congrega- 
tion, three new pews have been added to the Church. Besides this, 
gas heaters have been installed which take the place of the archaic 
stove and make the Church more comfortable. The Church School, 
acting according to the plan of the Church School Service League, 
is doing its share to make presents for the Christmas box to be 
sent to the children in the mission at Graniteville, S. C. 

The members of the congregation held a very successful Hallow- 
e’en party at which time movies were shown and Hallowe’en games 
were played. It is a wonder that any who were present at ihis 
party slept that night, for all the pictures appertained to ghosts, 
etc., and the last reel was run off upside down. Refreshmen‘s of 
the Hallowe’en kind were plentiful, including a platter of raisins 
which was passed while burning, as is the English custom of the 
flaming plum pudding. The troop of Boy Scouts is growing and 
soon they will make a trip to the city to buy their uniforms and 
have a general good time. 

The spirit of the Nation-Wide Campaign is taking hold of the 
parish and each Sunday we are hearing of the work being done 
by the Church along various lines. Nevember 14, being Seamen’s 
Day, we had a very inspiring talk on the Seaman’s Church Insti- 
tute and its work. 


St. Paul’s Church, San Francisco 


St. Paul’s had an added attraction two weeks ago. Just before 
the morning service a fire was discovered on the roof of the Parish 
House. The damage was not at ail serious, however. 

Bishop Parsons will visit the Parish on Sunday evening, Decem- 
ber 5, and administer the rite of conformation. Visitors are most 
cordially invited. 

On Friday evening, December 10, the Women’s Guild and the 
Parish Chapter of the Young People’s Fellowship are going to hold 
a sale. It will not be the usual type of “fair,” but one that will 
uphold the Parish reputation for doing things well. 

Anyone attending the Young People’s Fellowship dance in the 
Parish House on November 12 will, we hink, testify to the success 
of the affair. The decoration committee had transformed the hal} 
into a “barn,” and the dancers were dressed for the occasion. A 
number of new members were obtained as a result of the dance. 


Grace Church, Martinez 


Armistice Sunday was observed in this church in a manner 
worthy of the spirit of patriotism which the occasion called for. 
The service was in every respect appropriate to the day. 

As guests of the parish, there were present the member sof the 
American Legion, H. McNamara Post No. 29; the Civil War Veterans, 
the Spanish-American War Veterans, and the members of the 
Auxiliary.

There was no Diocesan Meeting in November, but at each Convo- 
cation Meeting a period was set apart for a meeting of the Aux- 
iliary Branches of that Convocation. Mrs. Monteagle attended the 
meeting of the Convocation of San Jose in Pacific Grove, and Mrs. 
McLeish that of the Convocation of Oakland in Berkeley, while 
most of the Diocesan Officers were present at the meeting of the 
Convocation of San Francisco held at the Cathedral. Each group 
had the opportunity of hearing the Rev. Dr. Patton speak to the 
Convocation on the Nation-Wide Campaign and so being better 
prepared for the Every Member Canvass soon to follow. 

This plan of Convocational meetings was an experiment—on the 
whole, successful, but it was decided to shorten the session of the 
Auxiliary another time so that the members may hear the reports 
of missionaries presented to the Convocation, 

The sums pledged at Detroit by our delegates to the Triennial 
Meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary have been raised by the mem- 
bers of the California Branch. The aggregate was %900, to be 
divided among eight missionary districts for special work. The 
Branch is to be congratulated on having fulfilled the promise so 
nearly within the year.

The Christian Healing Mission 


The Study Class at the Diocesan House 

In this issue, the last one of the year, it may be profitable and 
interesting to give a brief review of the work done in the Study 
Class of the Christian Healing Mission. 

As a result of the wonderful services conducted by Mr. J. M. 
Hickson at Grace Cathedral in February, the parishes throughout 
the entire Diocese have been carrying on the healing work. In con- 
nection with this diocesan work a Study Class composed of repre- 
sentatives from different parishes has been formed for the pur- 
pose of studying the principles of Christian healing. The class 
has been meeting on alternate Mondays since April 12 at the Guild 
Halli of the Diocesan House, with Mrs. Rowan, Chairman of the 
Central Executive Committee, presiding. 

The first talk was given by Bishop Nichols, who stated clearly 
and comprehensively the foundation upon which Christian healing 
rests: Jesus Christ, the foremost Specialist in all time for every 
human ill; the Bible, the first and foremost Book to consult as 
the handbook of all health; the Church of Jesus Christ, the Great 
Hospital our Heavenly Father has promised for ail His children. 

Mrs. J. O. Lincoln, at the following meeting, took Mr. J. M. Hick- 
son’s book, “The Healing of Christ in His Church,” as the subject 
of her talk. She closed with quoting from the book, “Is it not 
through the longing of God for man and in the longing of the 
Indwelling Spirit in man for God that we shall attain, through 
Jesus Christ, to the reunion of humanity with God, and by striving 
onward through time shall find in Eternity the fulfillment of our 
Lord’s Prayer: “That they all may be one as Thou, Father, art in 
Me and I in Thee, that they also may be one in Us. .. . I in 
them and Thou in Me that they may be perfect in One.” 

Rev. Mr. R. L. Macfarlane, who has for many years practiced 
Christian Healing in his ministry, gave some definite examples of 
the efficacy of intercessory prayer and the power that is in the 
whole Communion for the healing of the sick. 

Rev. F. A. Martyr of St. Clements, Berkeley, brought a direct mes- 
sage from his own personal work, and spoke of the great need of 
this revival of the apostolic gift of healing when the world is so 
crippled by war and unbelief. 

At the next meeting, Bishop Parsons gave an interesting and 
instructive talk on Healing in all its phases, from earliest times, 
showing that all good results are from God, whether physical, 
mental or spiritual; that all the contributions that science has 


made for the benefit of mankind are of God, but that Jesus Christ 
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came in the fullness of power from God, to heal the true nature 
of man. 

Miss Brookman was the next one to bring us a message. She 
talked upon the great need of intercessory prayer, taking as her 
subject the seventeenth chapter of St. John, the nineteenth, twen- 
tieth and twenty-first verses. 

The Rev. C. P. Deems of the Seaman’s Institute, came to us on 
the following meeting, giving us a deepened spirtual insight as he 
showed us the meaning of he Cross of Calvary, the great central 
fact of Christianity and the victory accomplished there for hu- 
manity, and the power of the resurrection that is in Christ Jesus 
for all who believe and will appropriate the power of the risen 
Life. 

The fall term for the Study Class commenced in September, the 
speaker being the Rev. Dr. St. G. Buttrum, who approached his 
subject from an interesting point of view, taking up the healing 
mentioned in the Old Testament and agreeing with Mr. Hickson 
who states in his book on the Healing of Christ in His Church, 
“The prophecies of healing in the Old Testament are words of 
Life, because they were waiting and depending upon the Presence 
of Christ for their fulfillment and when the fullness of time had 
come and our Incarnate Lord was with men, we know that they 
were literally fulfilled.” 

The Rev. Hugh Montgomery of Menlo Park was the next 
speaker. He has done definite work in his parish ever since Mr. 
Hickson’s great message here. He dwelt particularly upon the 
power of united prayer among his people and gave some interest- 
ing insances of remarkable healing boh spiritually and physically 
in his parish. 

At the following meeting, Rev. Richard Trelease of All Souls, 
Berkeley, gave an outline of the healing work in the Church from 
Apostolic times. He spoke of this great gift in all its strength at 
the time of the early Church, when the Holy Spirit had such pure 
and unworldly channels through which to work. 

Dr. H. H. Powell said very definitely that the great object of 
healing was to bring man nearer to God and that unless the heal- 
ing of the spirit preceded the healing of the body that there could 
be no lasting benefit to the individual, 

The Rev. E. F. Gee of St. Peter’s, Oakland, approached the sub- 
ject from the sacramental aspect, saying that we come to Christ 
at he Holy Communion that our sinful bodies may be made clean 
by His Body and our souls washed in His most precious Blood. 
Christ comes to our whole being and preserves our bodies and 
souls unto eternal life. The sacramental aspect of the healing 
power was further explained by Dean Gee by taking the fourteenth 
and fifteenth verses of the fifth chapter of St. James as the text 
for his closing remarks. 

The Rev. Harold H. Kelly of Fruitvale spoke on Monday morning, 
November 22, upon the maintenance of the Temple, saying we are 
all temples of God, and with Him co-creators (I. Cor. 3:16-17 and 
6:19). It is unthinkable that God, as the creator of these temples, 
would fail to provide for their maintenance yet He wants us to 
share in the responsibility. Jesus Christ accepted fully this trus- 
teeship and responsibility. We should accept our trusteeship in 
the same way. Health wholeness is our normal condition and 
our right. There must be the wholeness of the spirit before there 
can be perfect health of the body. As Rev. Mr. Kelly in his talk 
spoke of the healing of the palsied man at Capernaum (Matthew 
9:1-6) the listener was reminded of the fact that nearly every 
clergyman who has addressed the Study Class, although each has 
approached the subject of healing from a different angle, has 
spoken particularly of this great typical miracle, emphasizing the 
great fundamental law that the healing of the spirit must precede 
the healing of the body. “Son, be of good cheer, thy sin is for- 
given thee,” and that there must be faith before any healing is 
accomplished. 

The great lesson that we have learned in these classes is that 
at the center of all Christian healing lies the great principle of 
repentance, simple faith, prayer, praise, thanksgiving and renewed 
consecration. 

It was due to Dean Gresham’s spiritual vision and initiative that 
Mr. J. M. Hickson was invited to California. The Study Class was 
started by the Dean, and although he has not as yet given any 
formal talk before the members, he is always present at the meet- 
ings and gives an added touch of inspiration and cheer in this 
great revival which has come to the Church. —M. R. K.

la Memoriam—The Rev. W. A .M. Breck 


Sunday, October 17, while vesting for the evening service at St. 
Helen’s Hall, the Chaplain, the Rev. W. A. M. Breck, died suddenly 
of heart disease. The body was taken to “Bishopcroft,” the resi- 
dence of Bishop Summer, and placed im the beautiful oratory, built 
by Bishop Scadding, and some of the clergy kept vigil. A requiem 
for the relatives and immediate friends was said by the Bishop on 
Tuesday morning im the oratory. 

The funeral service was held at the Pro-Cathedral of St. Stephem 
the Martyr, Wednesday afternoon, Ovtober 19, conducted by the 
Bishop assisted by the clergy of the city. A large comgregation 

was present, among which were many members of St. Matthew's 
Mission, of which he was Vicar, and of the Sunday School, espe- 
cially the class of boys of which his dawghter was the teacher. 


Bishop Summer was the only ome to accompany the body to 
Nashotah, Wisconsim. Arriving Sumday evening, they were met at 
the station by the Warden and students of Nashotah House, the 
“School of the prophets” founded im 1341 by the father of the 
deceased, the Rev. James Lloyd Breck. The body was placed in 
the seminary chapel and the students samg Vespers of the dead. 
Monday morning Dr. E. A. Larrabee, the Warden, took the choral 
requiem, which was .sumg by the students and faculty. The burial 
was im the school cemetery overlookimg the Nashotah lakes, where, 
twenty-three years before “the dust of the great Episcopal mis- 
sionary, Dr. James Lloyd Breck, was reinterred, om Thursday, Octo- 
ber 21, 1897, having been transferred from Benicia, California.” 

Breck came of missionary stock. His mother, Miss 
Jane Maria Mills of Argyle, N. Y., had beem a successful missionary 
among the Indians of Minmesota for two years before she was 
married to Dr. Breck. Im a missionary atmosphere, om missionary 
ground, of missionary parents, om July 12, 1856, was born William 
Augustus Muhlenberg Breck, named, as his father stated in ome of 
his letters, after his spiritual father, Dr. Muhlenberg. 

Mr. Breck was educated at St. Atgustime’s School, Benicia, 
founded by his father, and at Nashotah. He graduated and was 
ordered Deacon by Bishop Welles of Wisconsin, July 4, 1830, ad- 
vaneed to the priesthood Jume 12, 1881, and for a time was in 
charge of St. Luke’s, Bay View. Milwawkee. He was married at 
Nashotah to Miss Anma Ackley by the Rev. Lowis Kemper, son of 
the first Bishop of Wisconsin. The missionary spirit led him to 
Califormia, where he held several charges. About this time he 
received a call to the Sandwich Islands, also to important places 
in the East, but he chose the life of a frontier missionary. 

Mr. Breck came to Oregon in 1901, taking charge of St. Mat- 
thew’s Chapel, St. John’s Memorial, Sellwood, and Christ Church, 
St. Helens, thirty miles distant on the Columbia River. During 
this time he undertook several other missionary ventures in Ore- 
gon. He was Secretary of the Diocese from 1904 to 1911; Regis- 
trar from 1907 to 1917, and was deputy to the General Convention 
at St. Louis in 1916. 

When the Community of St. John the Baptist took charge of 
St. Helen’s Hall in 1905, Mr. Breck was chosen Chaplain and filled 
the position most acceptably to the last moment. His work in- 
cluded the early Celebration for the Sisters, and the morning and 
evening Chapel for the pupils; on Sundays school and mid-day 
service at St. Matthew’s, with extra week-day services during Lent; 
and twice a month services at Christ Church, St. Helens, Sunday 
afternoon, giving them Commmanton once a month, on Monday 
morning. 

Mr. Breck was the fifth priest in order of canonical residence in 
the Diocese. He is survived by his wife and daughter, Miss Evan- 
geline, who still reside at 171 King street, Portland. 

Having been so long and closely connected with the Diocese, his 
death leaves a vacancy difficult to fill. He was quiet and reserved 
by nature, gentle and kindly in his relations with everyone, and 
there was an undercurrent of humor which sparkled occasionally 
among his friends. Children loved him; he was the close friend 
and adviser of the faculty and pupils of St. Helen’s Hall, and will 
be greatly missed by them, by the members of the missions which 
he served, and not least by the clergy of the Diocese, whose prayer 
for him is that of the Ancient Church: “Grant him, O Lord, eternal 
rest; and may perpetual light shine upon him.” 


One of the plans for the social service work of the University 
is to establish a summer camp in the Stanford Estate for boys and 
girls during the vacation months of the year. It is proposed to 
have four groups of twenty-five boys and four groups of twenty- 
five girls, under the direction of competent workers.

ber provided a warm coat for the eldest child. The collection of 
$20 taken at the Cemter’s Special Service of November 7 was also 
dedicated to this cawse, and with this additional sum wisely ex- 
pended we cam feel that a real crisis im ome family has been met. 
As is so oftem the case, a review of the month’s work brirgs to 
light many developments for which we can feel sincerely thankful. 


The Center has lately mewly defined its purposes. They now 
read 

First, to emeouwrage the giving of definite service to the Church 
or Community by all. 

Second, to establish am office im each Comvocation to serve as a 
clearimg house of Church and Community needs and lay workers. 

Third, to ascertaim and list needs for service. 

Fourth, to secure and register the name of every person who is 
willimg to offer time amd service to activities of the Church or 
Community. 

Fifth, to hold occasional meetings and church services to stress 
and stimulate the idea of service. 


Nothing has more helped the Center than this clear definition of 
its purposes. They have been based im a simple and natural way 
om the actual realization of what its functions must be, as shown 
by the experience of a year and ahalf’s hard effort in the San 
Francisco field. Such a formulation of our objectives stabilizes our 
effort, clarifies ovr vision, and sets our feet om solid rock as we 
contemplate new endeavors. 

Im particular, these purposes for the first time cover adequately 
that part of our activities which consists in deeping and intensify- 
img the general disposition to give personal service. Since this has 
become recognized as one of our unavoidable functions our course 
becomes settled in aim, yet broader and deeper in its demands on 
the Center. From now on, just as we count as concrete results the 
placing of workers in actual tasks, so we must count as equally 
definite result the clearer vision of the meaning of wide personal 
service which we may be able to bring to our churchpeople. 


A large part of our recent effort has been of this stimulating 
character. Under this heading we may mention the information 
talks on needs now being made by our men before Sunday morning 
congregations; the parochial suppers, too, such as the most suc- 
cessful one we shared in at Holy Innocents’ on October 21; also, 
such gatherings as one held at Mrs. Sherman’s home on November 
4, and at which a number of fine women were most enthusiasticaliy 
interested in the Center; but chiefest of all we must reckon under 
this head the Special Service and after-meeting held in the Cathe- 
dral on November 7. We must feel that very real results may be 
hoped for, provided that this sustained effort is kept up. 


In this connection we note that often service obtained far ex- 
ceeds the number of members actually signing up with the Center. 
For instance, out of the hundred and more persons who have given 
service since January 1 of this year, at least twenty-five have 
been non-members. In such a short period as the month past, 
while only five persons have signed cards as members, twelve have 
started very definite new service. In addition to this twelve, sev- 
eral have given occasional motor service, about ten more girls 
have joined the ranks of our Seaman’s Institute hostesses, two 
ladies have given clerical assistance on several occasions, three 
speakers were procured for the initial meeting of a Young People’s 
Fellowship at Point Richmond, and one lady has given assistance 
to the Center office. It will be of interest to state that of the 
twelve whom we rate as having undertaken the more considerable 
duties one has been doing organist duty at the Seaman’s Training 
Station: two have assumed captaincies of groups of girl hostesses 
going down to the Seaman’s Institute; one has become chairman 
of a most important committee at the Seaman’s Institute, which is 
getting up 1000 Christmas boxes for the seamen; another is giving 
one day’s service weekly to the Canon Kip clinic; four have joined 
our Needs’ Committee and are doing many services; two have 
helped the Nation-Wide Campaign office several times and one has 
undertaken to make an important stencil weekly for the use of a 
group of clergy. We have heard, also, that a gentleman obtained 
last summer to give clerical aid to the San Francisco Neighborhood 
Settlement, is still doing faithful service there. Now of these thir- 
teen workers enumerated above, nine are still non-members, and 
two others have passed from our list of “moral support” members 
into the active column. 

There is one relief case which has given the Center's members 
great joy. Deaconess Thayer reporetd to us the facts concerning 
a family where the father was laid up through a serious accident, 
the mother partly handicapped, and four small children needed 
clothing badly. For this family members of the Center secured 
thirty-seven garments from the Needlework Guild, and one mem-

The following prayer has been authorized by the Bishop of Cali- 
fornia for use by the clergy in behalf of the Young People’s Fellow- 
ship and by members of the Fellowship themselves. It is printed 
in the hope that many will avail themselves of it at Fellowship 
meetings and in Church services as well. 


Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, we ask Thy guid- 
ance and blessing for all the aims and hopes of the Young 
People’s Fellowship in this Diocese. Help us to deepen 
daily habits of devotion, and to be faithful communicants 
and worshippers in the Church. Teach us to walk in the 
light and avoid the works of darkness, that we may have 
true fellowship, one with another. Fill us with a spirit of 
service. Sanctify our whole vision of life with high and 
holy ideals. We ask this for Jesus’ sake. Amen. 


During the past month, the matter of convocational organization 
of the Fellowship was presented at all three convocational meet- 
ings of this Diocese. Mr. E. S. Freeman spoke at the meeting of 
the Convocation of San Jose on November 9; Miss Knudsen and 
Mr. Freeman at Oakland on November 10, while Mr. E. S. Osborne 
presented the matter at San Francisco on Armistice Day. It was 
well received in all cases—a fact which shows clearly the interest 
which is being manifested in the movement on the part of all the 
clergy and laity who hear of it. 


At least two new and strong chapters of the Fellowship have 
been recently organized. The first is at St. Peter's, Oakland, of 
which Rev. E. F. Gee is Rector. A group of fully thirty young 
people pledged themselves to organize a chapter there—a chapter 
which will render excellent service. 

In addition, the Rev. H. D. Hadlow, Rector of the church at 
Richmond, has seen to it that the young people of his growing 
little parish organize a Young People’s Feliowship chapter. About 
twenty-five young people gathered on the evening of November 15 
to hear Mr. Victor Morgan explain the purposes and aims of the 
organization. A strong chapter was formed at the meeting which 
immediately followed Mr. Morgan’s address. 

We welcome heartily both these new chapters and hope that 
they may stimulate others. 


It is not too early to begin to plan for the first annual conven- 
tion of the Young People’s Fellowship, to be held in connection 
with the Diocesan Convention in February. 

Every Fellowship in the Diocese should be present as nearly at 
full strength as possible. The Bishop Coadjutor has approved the 
plans for a splendid inspirational meeting as well as for a_busi- 
ness meeting at which diocesan officers for the year 1921 will be 
elected. 


In each parish where there is now in existence a chapter of the 
Fellowship, the secretary should make up without delay a list of 
the officers of the local chapter, with their addresses, and also an 
accurate census of the whole membership. This information should 
be transmitted at once to the secretary of the Executive Commit- 
tee, Miss Ruth Knudsen, at 9 Panoramic Way, Berkeley, California. 
This is most important. 


How does this prescription fit the chapter of the Fellowship in 
your parish? 
How to Kill a Young People’s Fellowship 


1. Don’t come and help. 

2. If you come, come late. 

3. If theweather is too wet or too dry, too hot or too cold, don't 
think of coming. 

4. Kick if you are, or are not, appointed on a committee; and if 
you are appointed, never attend a meetigg. Let the others do it. 


5. Don’t have anything to say, if you are called upon. 

6. If you do attend a meeting, find fault with the proceedings 
and work done by other members. 

7. Hold back your membership dues, or don’t pay them at all. 

8. Never bring or influence a friend whom you think might 
join the Fellowship. 


9. Don’t do more than you can possibly help to further the 
Fellowship interests; then, when a few take off their coats and 
do things, howl that the Fellowship is run by a clique. 

10. Anaesthetize your conscience. Smother it.

Beginning with this number, a paragraph or two will be printed 
expiaining briefly the various articles of the Constitution as they 
apply to the local chapters. 

The “Constitution of the Young People’s Fellowship in the Dio- 
cese of California,” as the instrument is called, is designed pri- 
marily to meet the need for a framework on which to hang, as it 
were, the details of the diocesan, convocational and parish organ- 
izations. It has purposely been made as flexible as possible, con- 
sonant with the spirit of the Episcopal Church. No attempt is 
made to bind local chapters in any more than the most funda- 
mentaily necessary features—all of which will come up for ex- 
planation in turn in these brief articles. 

Article 1. NameThe name of the organization was chosen by 
a representative convention of the young people of the Diocese 
themselves, as being most thoroughly illustrative of the spirit of 
“fellowship”—of co-operation in service for the Master. It implies 
a genuine, Christian “esprit de corps,” a willingness to work to- 
gether and pray together that the Kingdom of Christ among the 
young people of the Church may speedily come. 


Social Service 


Social Service must not be undervalued. It is an Evangel of 
love and help for all the needy. A report recently submitted to 
the Archibshop of Canterbury by a Committee he had named to 
report on the relation of the Chruch to Social Service, recom- 
mended that, in each Diocese arrangements should be made for the 
direction of Social Service, also that Parochial Councils should be 
set up, and maintained with a special responsibility for Social 
Service. The place for Social Service is in some such organization. 
The Committee also urged that Churchmen and Churchwomen 
should throw themselves into all the different branches of service 
which are started by the Government or by Social authorities. This 
surely is a Christian duty. Let Social Service unify every one of 
its branches under a head of its own. The interest of Social Service 
requires that arrangement.—The Canadian Churchman. 


Episcopal Churchmen’s Luncheon 


The second luncheon of laymen connected with the various 
parishes of the Episcopal Churches in the bay region of San Fran- 
cisco was held in the quarters of the San Francisco Commercial 
Club at noon on Wednesday, October 22. 

The meeting was quite informal and intended as a medium for 
churchmen to become more intimately acquainted and know each 
other as members of their particular parish and create a feeling 
of more general interest than has hitherto been possible. A warmth 
of personal association has already shown itself and a stronger 
sense of religious duty will surely come to business relations in 
the coming intimacy that will develop in the monthly gatherings.

Kelley, G. S. Pettis, Fred F. Foster, Leslie C. Tubbs, Edward H. 
March, James G. Decatur, Victor J. Robertson. 

Matters of interest to the work of the Church in the Diocese are 
discussed at these meetings and it is hoped to make them an 
avenue for exchange of thought that will be of great benefit to the 
Church. The meetings are to be held the third Wednesday in 
November and December and all laymen are urged to be present.

ARTICLE VIII. COURSE 7. 


We have now come through the first sequence of the Christian 
Nurture Series, known as Church Pathways, and are on the 
threshold of the second set of courses entitled Church Life. The 
pupil has passed through the primary and junior, and is now en- 
tering the intermediate department. Normally, pupils of ten years 
of age are ready for this department. There should be an endeavor 
on the part of the school to make the pupils realize that they are 
taking a great step in advance, and have been accorded a great 
honor in being admitted to this higher department. This idea 
will sometimes counteract the feeling of reluctance with which they 
leave their old teacher. It is sometimes difficult to bring about 
this feeling of advancement in a school where each department 
has to meet in the same room, but by careful planning and judi- 
cious words on the part of the superintendent and the teachers 
it can be done. But further than this, the course which the pupils 
have to study must be arranged to make them feel that they have 
really been promoted, and are big enough to do things in a more 
grown-up way. This has been done in Course 7, by changing the 
pupils’ material, and in addition to the story given them there Is 
a set of Note Book Questions attached to each story page, and 
they are asked to write answers to these questions at home. A 
Note Book Page is a very grown-up matter. 


Seven is entitled “The Christian Seasons.” It used to be called 
“Heralds of the Prince,” and the latter name is a little less dry 
sounding. But the course is anything but dry and the name Is 
only a suggestion. 

Of all the courses this is one of the best written and arranged. 
It is the kind of course that gives the teacher the best idea of 
Christian Nurture. The instructions to teachers are fuller in this 
manual than in some of the others, and the course is so compre- 
hensive that it is invaluable in schools where only a few of them 
can be used. 

The name “Christian Seasons” is a good one because the lessons 
follow the trend of the Christian Seasons through the Church 
Year, and connect them so closely with Creed and the note struck 
by that particular sentence of the Creed which is being taught. 
For example, during Advent the first sentence of the Creed is 
taught: “I believe in God, the Father Almighty, Maker of Heaven 
and earth.” If you believe in Him you expect Him to do some- 
thing for you, and Advent is the season of expectancy, looking 
forward, preparing for something that is going to happen, and all 
the lessons taught at this time are of that nature. The lessons 
are taken from the prophets, for this season of the year, and 
center around Isaiah and Jeremiah. These men are presented as 
heralds of the Prince who in numberless ways predicted and 
taught the coming of Christ. A herald always precedes his prince, 
and proclaims him and his prowess to the people. Even so did 
these prophet heralds. The teacher’s idea should be to make the 
pupils expectant of the next lesson as well as to teach a lesson of 
looking forward to a coming. The moving picture shows have this 
down to a science. They show just enough of the leading ideas 
of the picture coming next week to whet the imagination, and then 
stop and give the date when to expect that picture. We should do 
well to follow their method if we want to have our pupils look 
forward to the next lesson. 

In the plan of the lessons the Christian Seasons are divided into 
six main headings: Advent, Christmas, Epiphany, Lent, Easter, 
Ascension and Whitsuntide. The Trinity season is considered as 
it was in the earliest Church, when the Trinity Sundays were 
called “Sundays after Pentecost.” Thus Ascension, Whitsuntide 
and Trinity are taken as one season in which the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit are particularly emphasized. 

During the Christmas season the note struck is the “Joy at 
Appearance,” and the sentence in the Creed which goes with it is, 
“And in Jesus Christ His only Son our Lord,” etc. The lessons 
are from the New Testament, concerning the birth.of Christ. 

The next three seasons, Epiphany, Lent and Easter, are devoted 
to a fairly chronological study of the life of Christ, but not a 
very detailed study. Only the main ideas are brought out, and 
the suffering and resurrection parts of His life are taught by 
sentences from the Creed. 

The last group of lessons begins with Ascension, and that prac- 
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tically finishes the lessons on the life of Christ. Then during 
Whitsuntide and Trinity a few lessons from Church History are 
taught, and the last part of the Creed commencing with “He 
ascended.” The autumn part of the Trinity season is really the 
beginning of the course and is concerned with Old Testament 
stories, and a general preparation for the coming of the Prince. 

The course, then, has three main divisions: First, Old Testament; 
second, the Gospels; third, Church History. In this way “Seven” 
becomes an outline, or a sample, a general introduction to the three 
courses which are to follow. It may also be regarded as a review 
of those courses which have preceded it, and in addition a more 
advanced way of presenting and teaching the lessons. Teachers 
often wonder why there is so much repetition in the Christian 
Nurture courses. The reason can be seen very clearly if we study 
educational methods. In Day School and College we find that pre- 
liminary and freshmen courses are mere outlines covering a large 
field of knowledge, and later the student is given opportunity to 
cover the same ground in a more intensive way, taking a whole 
year for the study of that part of the course which he covered 
previously in a few months. This method is followed in our 
courses because it brings results. 


The material for teaching and conducting “Seven” consists in a 
teacher’s manual, the Christian Year by Gwynne, The Life of Jesus 
by Gates, and The Children’s Challenge to the Church. These 
books are essential. For the pupils there are notebook pages and 
covers, (the pages are given out weekly), blank pages for notes, 
pictures and outline maps. There are also the usual parents’ let- 
ters to be sent home each month. 

The course aims to accomplish the following things: To give 
an outline of Old Testament, New Testament and Church History 
stories. To have the pupils memorize certain hymns, prayers, the 
names of the major and minor prophets, and the Apostles’ Creed. 
Definte teaching with regard to the seasons of the Church Year is 
given, a chart of these seasons made, and Saints’ Days, services, 
and feasts fitted in. The pupils are often prepared for these days 
and seasons long before they occur, that they may the more appre- 
ciate them when they arrive. The devotional life is taken care of 
by teaching prayers, the making of prayers, instruction at Lenten 
services, and methods of sacrifice. They are taught to make ap- 
plication of all these teachings through Missions, community serv- 
ice, gifts, kindness to sick, poor and aged. 

The great aim of the course is to knit the pupil into the life of 
the Church. We have to lead him to see tha all these things which 
the Church has and does are done for a good reason, and have a 
definite value and bearing on our daily lives. The job of the 
Church School is to teach that the Church and the Church School 
are one, and to cease teaching and running our Church Schools 
in such a way that the pupil will feel that between the two there 


is a great gulf fixed. For example, the offering they bring should 
be for the Church and not for the Church School. We should stop 
having our children’s envelopes printed Church School, and have 
them read Church. We should make it clearly evident that the 
Church supports and is responsible for the Church School, and not 
look to the Church School to support itself. The pupils must real- 
ize that without the Church they would not have a Church School, 
and in this way we shall bring them to see that the Church is 
at the back of every good work in society, and without the Church 
these good works could not be. “Mother Church” must be the 
keynote if we are to stir up interest in our people to keep an 
institution alive without which the world must go backward. The 
Church has been too long under the threshold, let it now show 
that it is not only the foundation of the door, but it is the door 
itself into the Kingdom.
